Russian Leaders Keep Most Russians 'In Dark' 
Laff-A-Day 


Many people believe that Soviet com ­ 
munism will start to collapse when and if 
the Russian - people are able to learn what 
actually goes on outside of the Iron Cur­ 
tain, and how other peoples live and work 
and play. 
This is essentially the idea behind the 
\ oice of America broadcasts and other 
such efforts. Credence is lent to it by the 
undeniable fact that the Russian govern­ 
ment goes to extraordinary lengths to 
keep their owft masses in ’ irtualiy total 
ignorance of conditions elsewhere. 
Now an interesting sidelight on this is 
provided by John Gunther, in an article 
ai pea ring in a recent issue of The Read- 


( i s Digest. The article is called “Inside 
Moscow” and is part of a forthcoming 
book, “Inside Russia Today.” 
Moscow is a great capital of some 7 
milli o n population. Yet. Mr. Gunther 
writes: “No local citizen has ever read a 
gossip column or played canasta. No one 
has ever seen a supermarket, a drive - in 
movie, a motel or a golf course. Nobody 
has ever shopped by mail or paid a bill by 
check. No one has ever seen an electric 
toast e r, a sidewalk cafe, a shoeshine 
stand or a funeral home. . .” 
In other words, the life of most Russian 
citizens ‘‘is inexpressibly dreary.” The re­ 
gime sees to that, as a m atter of high pol­ 
icy. Yet, Mr. Gunther found, “The Rus­ 
sians are a terrific, a tremendous, a m ag­ 
nificent people.” They have m any charac­ 


teristics in common with Americans — 
humor, gregariousness, curiosity, an apti­ 
tude for technical skills. During his whole 
trip he “never saw an unfriendly lace." 
He also reports that the people grumble 
openly— that is allowed, so long as it 
doesn’t extend to political matters. They 
grumbl about the terrific shortage of 
housing— often young people can’t marry 
Cor want of a place to live. They grumble 
about the poor quality ol consumer goods, 
of building construction and maintenance, 
and of all manner of other things. The 
streets are always crowded in Moscow, 
even on bitt e r winter nights, because 
“ homes are so unbeiievab I y crowded, 
squalid and uncomfortable.” 
It is symbolic of life in Russia that when 
the famous Bolshoi Ballet went to London 
last year, its m em bers wanted to buy tw'o 
things above all— knitting needles and 
porcelain for false teeth. Neither were 
available at home. Stainless steel is used 
for the teeth. 
In conclusion. Mr. Gunther says this: 
“This is a country where nobody puts his 
neck out. run by a regime without a heart 
. . . .Dressed in their drabness, huddled in 
their tenements and filled with boredom, 
the Russian people must be kept from 
knowing what goes on in the outer world. 
If they ever found out. it would be the be­ 
ginning of the end of a regime that has 
forced them to suffer in silence for 40 in­ 
terminable vears.”

Population Growth Explosive 


The “ Population Bulletin'* says 
th at in four years, the hum an 
population of the earth has 
in 
creased by about 172 mill I o n 
which is equal to the population 
of the United States. 
That is a heap of folks, I lorn 
•ll over and they all have to be 
housed and clothed and fed, each 
to his likes and his ta s te ' 
And each grows up think i n g 
well of him self and his ancestry 
•rid his country as close to per 
feet and looking down his nose 
at the rest of the hum an race 
for not being like him. 
Man grew slowly until the 17th 
C entury. Then he got all excited 
and between 1850 and 1950, the 
rate of increase becam e so rap 
Id that it doubled itself. 
The reason for the increase is 
th<* drop ut the death rate. Med­ 
icine has overcom e the killing ef­ 
fects of disease and even old age 
now com es later than it used to. 
A m an in his tie’s is today in his 
late m iddle age; two generations 
ago, he was a very old man. 
Even w ar, which takes m ore 
lives in this century than ever 
before, cannot overcome the life- 
aaving efforts of m edicine, public 
health, biochem istry and chem is­ 
try.

That 
country now perm its abortions 
and sterilization for economic and 
aecial reasons. It will m ake an 
enorm ous difference in J a p an’s 
politics when that country, with 
only 20 per cent of its land a r­ 
able, is no longer forced to im ­ 
port so much food and raw m a­ 


terials and to export people 
The most com petent people in 
Asia, the Japanese have faced 
the fact that their land is only

Rotary Speaker Cites Need 
For Sound Forestry Program 


Rotarians and guests at Tues­ 
day’s luncheon 
ntee ing 
at t h e 
Country Club, listened to a well 
illustrated story of the vital need 
in 
Ohio for 
more 
conservation 
planning to protect its forest re­ 
sources and its water 
and land 
facilities in order to keep pace with 
the state’s rapid population and 
industrial growth. 
The speaker was William Lay- 
bourne, of Columbus, executive 
directo 
of The Ohio Forestry 
Assn., Inc., for the past IO years. 
He is a native of Clark County. 
Laybourne explained that this is 
pot a state or federal government 
organization, although it is state­ 
wide in its activities. It 
is sup­ 
ported largely by business and in­ 
dustry. Harris Willis of the Willis 
Lumber Co., of this city is a mem­ 
ber (rf its board of directors. 
Colored 
slides 
showu 
by 
the 
speaker emphasized Laybourne’* 
concern with the necessity for plan­ 
king to meet major problems of 
flood control, waste of water and 
erosion of valuable land as well as 
to conserve the huge amounts of 
soil now being washed away in 
scores of Ohio streams. 
• • • 
IN THE COURSE of Laybourne’* 
talk on “ Opportunities in Conser- 
veration” , he pointed out that or­ 
iginally 95 per cent of Ohio was 
covered by trees, many of the 
hardwood variety. Today this has 
been reduced to 18 per cent. 
The decline was due to clearing 
for civilization, as many as 1,000 
forest fires a year, insects and di­ 
sease, and the vast use of O h i o 
lumber. At the same time, forest 
covered acres are being as pasture 
land, although such land for this 
purpose does rot offer high nutri­ 
tional values and pasturing is fatal 
to young timber. 
The speaker said thai Ohio bas 
bet orn J careless in its attitude to­ 
ward forestry. This bas been par 
ticularly true in the removal of 
timber from land, allowing gullies 
to form. In such cases the land 
often loses its productivity. 
He shoved pictures of efforts 
made in such places as the Miami 
Valley and the Muskingum Valley 
areas where good 
planning has 
overcome much of the flood prob­ 
lems and stopped a considerable 
amount of water loss. Too m u c h 
of the state is without such plan­ 
king, he said • « • \ 
WATER USE in Ohio has grown 
I by leap* and bounds, Laybourne 


asserted. Ohio stands fourth in the 
nation in the amount of water used 
while its populaton has grown at 
the rate of 2 per cent a year. The 
state faces the problem of a great 
need for more water in the future. 
Laybourne urged wider, recogni­ 
tion of the importance of immed­ 
iate plans for more lakes and 
reservoirs, which also could pro­ 
vide greater recreational oppor­ 
tunities. He said that far more 
farm lakes should be provided 
in the agricultural regions of the 
state.

It was on Aug. 19, 
1842,

Council adopted an ordinance re-! 
quiring all male residents of the 
village 21 to 60 years of age to 
work two days on the streets every 
year. 
At that time such an ordinance 
was in accordance with state law 
which required all males between 
those ages to work two days on the 
highways of the county, and on the 
streets of a town w here C o u n c i l 
adopted an ordinance requiring it. 
As village funds were v e r y 
scant at that time, every street 
and alley in the town land there 
were not very many at that time) 
was in urgent need of attention, 
regardless of the fact that two 
years before Connell had voted to 
make extensive repairs.

In 1949, there were 72,209 hard 
coal employes. 
In the bituminous

fields,

showed a similar story. Hard coal 
tonnage in the last year totaled 
23 millions compared to 28,175,633 
in 1956 and the all-time high of 
nearly lOQVI millions in 1917.
